Oscar Williams, the Henry county fugi- 
tive, is still at large. 

The sheriff of Spalding county, with a 
posse, was in waiting near Zebulon last

Williams comes of a bad family. The fa- 
ther of the negro has the reputation of be- 
ing a good old darky, but all of the sons 
are reckless characters. 

One of them was lynched three or four 

years ago for a crime similar to the one 
for which Oscar Williams is wanted. An- 
other served a lorg term in the penitentiary 
for assault with intent to murder, 
The news comes from Zébulon that Wil- 
liams spent Sunday night in Zebulon with 
his brother-in-law. All of his relatives 
krow that the pcesses are after Williams 
to Ivnch him and they have doubtless warn- 
ed him to steer clear of that vicinity. 

Williams’s reputation around Zebulon is 
rot of the best. His character like that of 
his brother was always bad and the negro 
has ‘always been regarded as shady and 
untrustworthy. It is not known if any oth- 
er of the family were ever lynched, but 
the searchers after Williams say that the 
old man will have at least two sons to die 
at the end of a rope. Williams is a tall, 
ginger cake colored negro, who stammers 
while talkine and when excited finds great 
difficulty in making himself understood. He 
has a vicious cast of counternance, but does 
not look’ wicked encugh to create a distrust. 
Mr. Campbell put entire trust in the dark- 
ky and never suspected his real character 
unti! too late. 

The posses after the negro will net give 
up the chase until he 1s captured, They 
have been sticking to his track for four 
days and have run him across four coun- 
t.es. Some of Campbell's friends say they 
wll never stop until the negro is swung ‘up.

The 
man was captured later and sent in a 
patrol wagon to the hospital, where he 
was placed in a straight-lacket. 
Bunnell fainted and was carried into the 
hospital, where it was found that his neck 
and arms were burned, He Was also suf- 
fering from the inhalation of smoke.

RHODES’S RAID IS CONDEMNED 


Parliamentary Commission Has About 
Completed Its Report. 

ITondon, July’ 123—The parliamentary 
South African commission, that has been 
inquiring into the Transvaal raid, has 
agreed upon its report. 

The report will express an emphatic 
opinion that, whatever justification there 
might have been for action on the part of 
the people of Johannesburg, there was 
none whatever for Cecil Rhodes’s conduct 
in subsidizing, organizing and stimulating 
an armed insurrection against the guvern- 
ment of the Transvaal. 

The committee is of the opinion that the 
chartered company directors were cogniz- 
ant of the plans of Rhodes. 

The committee in. conclusion united to 
condemn the raid, but at the same time 
they express the opinion that nothing will 
be gained by proceeding with the proposed 
extension of the inquiry into the adminis- 
tration of the chartered company.

May Be Famous Cubans. 

It will be remembered that last year 
Carlos Roloff, the leader of many expedt- 
tions to Cuba, arrived in Jamaica under 
the nom de guerre of Charles Roberts, and 
ascribing himself as an American journal- 
ist. It was not until after his departure 
for Cuba that the Spanish consul in King- 
ston became aware of his real character.

General "Gomez Is Not Dead. 

My first inquiry was with reference to 
the rumor that General Maximo Gomez 
had been killed. This was treated by all 
the patriots as simply a canard circulated 
by the Spanish in the hope of persuading 
a few deserters to join their ranks. At the 
time the party left Cuba General Gomez 
was in good health and sanguine of the 
result of his campaign. He was then in 
command of a strong force and not in the 
vicinity where, according to the Spanish 
canard, he had met his death. 

“The revolution,” said Morena, “is prin- 
cipally confined at the present moment to 
the orient and Camagua provinces.

SULTAN CHECKMATES POWERS 


Treaty Said To Have Been Made Be- 
tween Roumania and Turkey. 
Berlin, July 13.—The Frankfurt Zeitung’s 
Constantinople correspondent says it is re- 
ported that a treaty was concluded at the 
Yildiz Kiosk today between the Rouma- 
nian and Turkish governments by the 
terms of which Turkey will secure military 
assistance from Roumania in the event of 

Buigaria’s developing warlike designs. 

Ratifications of the treaty wil De ex- 
changed next week. [ft is understood that 
one of the great powers helped to arrange 
the treaty. 

If the news contained in the Zeitung’s

The ultimatum states that. a 
refusal to comply with this demand will 
be accepted as a declaration of war.

FIRST BLOOD FOR 
CONSOLIDATED 


City's Demurrer 's Overruled by 
Judge McCormick, 


SEIAAS AND SPENCER PARTIES 


Several Lively Speeches Lent Lest to 
the hearing, 


PENDLETON AND BRANDON SPOKE 


It Now Seems Certain That After a 
Little Crossfiring, To Clear the 
Atmes phere, There Will Bea 
Sjecial Master Ap- 
pointed. 


Asheville, N. C., July 13,—(Special.)—Pre- 
dictions are not worth much where ques- 
tions of law are in issue, but I fancy that 
through the haze of allegation and contra- 
diction, of claim and counter-claim I can 
see the disposition of this Atlanta street 
railway transfer case. 

All this fretting and sparring of fine tal- 
ent will do nothing more than advance the 
case a single dtage toward settlement: if 
the indications are read aright. 

This three days’ raging of argument, it 
seems, will merely clear the stage for 
action and bring the matter down, or up, if 
you piease, to the point where it will be 
heard on the merits of the real 
volved. The vital issue is: Would the oper- 
ation of transfers unreasonably affect the 
income or property of the street railway 
company? 

That point has in no manner of way been 
clearly elucidated, nor will ft be. It occurs 
to me in summing up the developments of 
the two days of the transfer hearing here 
that the two distinguished judges who are 
hearing this case will not pass finally upon 
a vital point upon which they have the 
barest light, but will name an investigater, 
legally termed a special master, to ascer- 
tain all the facts and report back to the 
court whether transfers would unreasona-~ 
bly affect the Consolidated. 

So a long-drawn-out hearing would seem 
to be in prspect. 

In any event, it is a farcry from the pres- 
ent to the time when this litigation will be 
finally ended. 

If the city loses it will appeal. If Mr. 
Hurt Yses he will appeal. If the city finds 
it has no right to compel transfers, then— 
Mayor Collier told me to today—the next 
legislature. will be asked to confer that 
right. 

There is no fixing the end to this spirited 
and mettlesome fight. The issue here is 
on the proposition as to whéther the city’s 
demurrer to the injunction against trans- 
fers shall stand. That's the plain, though 
hardly the technical. legal statement of 
the case. Many nmratters foreign to the is- 
sue as it must finally be settled have been 
brought in by the able attorneys. 

A question which is much dwelt upon in 
the argument here is that of the city’s 
right to compel transfers. Though for the 
purposes of argument it covers much 
ground, it narrows finally down to less than 
a dozen lines of law at the most. 

The city finds its chief claim for authority 
in the general welfare clause of the city 
charter, which bestows the power to enact 
laws for the health, peace and good gov- 
ernment of the*city. 

This the oppcsition claims to define the 
police power, and that under no contsruc- 
tion, however broad, could it be taken to 
embrace the regulation of street car fares 
ard schedules. 

I have no index to the presiding judge's 
opinion cn this point save the fine amused 
smile which illuminated Judge McCormick's 
face yesterday, when City Attorney Ander- 
son said this conferred the authority to 
pass almost any law the city should choose. 

Its Claims of Authority. 

The city further bases its claim of au- 
thority on what it construes to confer pow- 
er upon it in the charter of the roads out 
of which the Consolidated was formed. If 
I were to speak from the impression I have 
gained here in this two days’ hearing I 
should say that the street railroad must 
rest its case more upon the financial injury 
which will come to it through transfers 
than upon the contention that the city has 
no right to force the granting of transfers. 

The presence of Judge A. P. McCormick, 
the distinguished Texas jurist on the bench 
with Judge Newman, is tremendously sig- 
nificant of the finding to come. Little was 
said or thought when Judge Newman ask- 
ed the consent of all parties to have the 
able Texan sit. The Texas case in which he 
established a famous precedent is precisely 
similar in principle to this, and today this 
case figured largely in the argument of the 
anti-transfer attorneys. 

The decision settled a powerful issue ifn . 
Texas, one on which races for governor and 
congress were made. It was leveled at the 
railroad commission and the attorney gen- 
eral of the state by mortgage bondholders 
of a half dozen of the great railway sys- 
tems of the state, who set forth that the 
commission had prescribed an unreasona- 
ble schedule of freight tariff and that the 
were not paying interest on the 
They made out a case and McCor- 
flying im the face of as strong an 
array of public sentimgnt as was ever 
called forth in a public question, granted 
en injunction restraining the commission 
from enforcing any other than reasonable 
tariff schedules.

IN SOUTHERN INDIA. 


Josephine Inman Richardson 
Writes an Interesting Letter 
About the Himalayas, 


Leaving Colombo in the afternoon we 
crossed the straits to India in one of the 
British India steamers and. landed next 
morning at Tutirorin, the most southern 
town. Here ends one line of the great 


railroads which England has built through- | 


out India in the past fifty years, and which 
alome has been of more advantage to the 
people in the one matter of distributing 
‘ fovbd during a time of famine than all the 
wealth of the mahuarajahs. 

Southern India is entirely .different from 
northen India in people, religion, architec- 
ture and soil amd although very few for- 
eigners travel through this part on account 
of the intense heat and lack of accommo- 
dations, we Were so anxious to see the 
far-famed Hindoo temple we were will- 
ing to overcome the difficulties. The only 


accommodations offered were rooms over ! 


the railway station, amd here the noise 
from the constantly jabbering natives wait- 
ing below for trains make rest impossible, 
so we spent as little time as possible in 
the temple cities of Madura, Trichinopoly 
and Tanjoeo. 

The people of the south are principally 


idolaters, while of the north they are Mo- | 


hammedans. A few thousand are Chris- 
tians, and the greater part of these Ro- 
man Catholics, as large sums of money are 
sent by the French Catholics to estab- 
lish missions and schools. There are many 
classes and as many castes in each class, 
and to denote to what religion or sect they 
rbelong, they paint their foreheads with 
‘many colors, in lines, circles and figures, 
The temples are very much alike in 
architecture and are massive stone struc- 
tures, with several high pagodas for orn- 
ament. The carving is most elaboraie, 
not a foot of plain surface being seen, 


afd often the subject chosen tells of great | 


Geeds hundreds of years ago. High up 
on the wall of one temple, built six hun- 
dred years ago, is the image of a Euro- 
pean’s face, which is-a great mystery to 
the people, and they suppose it must be 
the likeness of a Portuguese, who, in some 
way, assisted in building the temple. The 
‘courtyards are laid with flagstomes and 
the interiors have long rows of columns 


carved in the most fantastic design. The | 


holy shrines for the sacred cows are most 
beautiful. An attempt was made to restore 


the interior of several to their former | 


grandeur on the occasion of the prince of 
Wales’ visit in 1875, but the work done is 
gaudy in the extreme. 

At Trichimopoly we ascended a rock six 
hundred feet high, on the top of which is 
a magnificent view. 


The country around is extremely fertile | 


and there are vast groves of plantain trees 
and sweet limes. These fruits are ihe 
chief articles of food, and resemble the 
. banana and orange. | 

Then we jourmeyed on to Madras, the 
principal city of the southern presidency, 
and waited there several days for the 
steamer on which we were to go to Cal- 
cutta. Madras has several very fine yov- 
ernment buildings and the drivesyalong the 
sea out from the city are beautiful. The 
hotel at which we stopped was formerly 
the palace of a maharajah and -was a 
‘huge, clumsy old house, with. extensive 
grounds. No window glasses were ia the 
house, only shutters, and comfort came 
from that distinctly eastern luxury, ‘‘the 
punkah,” which is found everywhere a 
foreigner is engaged, either at his desk, 
dining table or bed. Any. time of the day 
or night one can see the sleepy oatives 
sitting outside the room pulling the cord 
which Keeps the fan in motion, for it would 
be impossible to sleep or work without 
this constant breeze over you, and the ex- 
pense is not more than 5d or 6 cents a night, 
as this is all the cooley wamts. 

Again we went to sea and for four days 
Sailed along the eastern coast of India 
toward Calcutta. The city is ninety miles 
from the sea, and owing to the difficulty 
in navigating the Hoognly river, we had 
to anchor at its mouth at night and wait 
for daylight. The Gamges has several 
mouths and this river is one of them. 
The sandbars in it are so constantly chang- 
ing that it requires the most experienced 
pilots to guide a ship, and they are said 
to command higher salaries than those of 
any other place in the world. The steam- 
er we were on came through from London 
@nd had been out a-month, so I never suw 
@ more anxious crowd of passengers to 

et ashore. The arrangements for land- 

& were exceedingly inconvenient and _it 
took several hours to get ashore- after 
leaving the steamer, as we had to be trans- 
fered to a@ tender to make the last few 
miles. Most of the passengers were army 
people, who had been home to England for 
the summer, and were mow coming out to 
India again for a’‘term of service. 

Calcutta being the capital of India and 
seat of government, has many. points of 
interest, and the government buildings are 

articularly magnificent. We saw the obe- 
isk, erected in memory of the victims 
of the black hole, where in 
1756 one hundred and forty-six 
men were corfined for the aight in a small 
room and on the morrow only twenty: 
three were found alive. The Europeans 
live in a portion of the city to themselves 
and have large, comfortable houses with 
luxurious surroundings and enjoy the scv- 
eral large public squares in their neighber- 
heod. In another part of the city the na- 
tives live closely huddled together in filth, 
and at all times malignant diseases are 
present, though Europeans are seldom at- 
tacked, and seem not to worry about the 
deadly enemy. A long drive through this 
quarter brought us to the botanical gardens 
in which is-situated the largest known 
Lanyan three in the world. We had seen 
several of great size, hut the dimensions 
' Of this one are marvelous. On a board 
near by they are given as follows: Trunk, 
five and a half feet from ground, measures 
fifty-one feet in circumference; at crown, 
%25 feet; has 378 shoots from limbs, which 
zo downward and take root in the cround, 
era is 125 years old. 

The climate of Calcutta in the winter is 
very pleasant, but during the long, hot

COMPETITION AT MACON. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission 
Says There Are Five Lines. 

The interstate commerce commission says 
that the Southern and the Central are 
competing railroads and do compete. It 
Says that Macon has five competing rail- 
roads, but does not enumerate. Four of 
them are undoubtedly the Southern, the 
Central, the. Georgia Southern and F lori- 
da and the Georgia. 

The .commissiomers’ recent decision in 
the Brewer case from Griffin will no doubt 
be cited in the case of W. B. Sparks and 
others against the Southern. Federal courts 
do not always sustain the commission, 
but its .opinions have weight. 

In speaking of the situation at Griffin 
with reference to competition, the decision, 
which was written by Commissioner Prou- 
ty, says: “Griffim is reached by two of 
the most powerful southern railway sys- 
tems, the Central of Georgia and the 
Southern railway, and these two systems 


| actively compete through their connections 


for traflic both from the east and from the 
west. Upon eastern business Griffin «ea- 
joys substantially the Macon rate, but 
tor some reason it is not given that mate 
upon western business, mo: having been 
considered, apparently as u basing point 
in the rate making system of that section. 
We were furnished with no satisfactory 
reason why Gr.flin should not have the 
same -benetit of this competition as Macon, 
except that Macon was entered by three 
railways, wWhiue Griffin enjoyed the ad- 
vantage of but two.”’ 

The commission ignores water competi- 
tion as a factor at Macon and says tnut 
the competition is altogether by rail. Again 
the comm.ssion says: “Macon has five 
competing railroads. Griffin has two.” 

As to whether the rate from the Ohio 
river to Griffin is or is not too h.gh “in 
and of itself,” the commissioners declined 
to say. They did hold, though, that the 
Griffin rate was too high compared with 
the Macon rate. It is suggested in’ the 
decision that “if by the reduction of the 
rete to intermediate points between At- 
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| 
lanta and Macon, the revenue of the Cen- 


tral of Georgia will be unwarrantably les- 
sened—and upon that question we express 
no opinion—then the defendant should re- 
adiust its rates by. raising the Macom rate 
sufficiently to offseg the reduction to in- 
termediate points. 

‘The claim that the rate to Griffin is In 
and of itself unreasonable, is not sustain- 
ed, The burden of proving that issue is 
upon the complainamts, and this burden 
they have not met.” 


RAILWAY MEN HERE. 


They Are Holding Conferences in Re- 
gard to Freight Rates. 

A mass mecting of the raimway traflic 
Officials was held at the Aragon yesterday 
to discuss cotton rates for the coming sea- 
son. The situation was gone over in a gen- 
«ral way, but nothing positive was done. 
There is a difference of opinion among the 
rovds over various matters connected with 
the movement of cotton. 

The disposition of the roads is to put in 
about the same standard rates which were 
in force last season. Some of+«the rgads 
may not agree to anything, and it has 
occurred in the past that some would agree, 
but afterwards get the business. 

There will be a meeting today of the con- 
ference committee of the Southeastern 
Tariff Association. At vesterday’s meeting

Mr. E. C. Spalding, president and general 
manager of the Southern Iron Car Line, 
has received inquiries in good faith within 
the last two weeks for nearly 4,000 freight 
cars.

WITH A TRAGEDY 


The Killing of Jim Singleton in a Church 
Monday Night. 


HE WAS SHOT BY AN ACTOR 


Original Comedy of the ‘Doctor’s 
Piece’? Was on the Boards, 


CORONER SAYS “IT WAS ACCIDENTAL” 


The Plot of a Remarkable Play Which 
Ended by a Boy Getting a Bullet 
in His Heart. 


which ended with a 
real tragedy night before last developed 
into a remarkable story yesterday when 
the coroner held an inguest over the body 
of the boy, Jim Singleton. 

As stated in yesterday's Constitution. the 
boy was killed while a play was going on 
in a negro chureh at the corner of Mary 
and Elizabeth streets. The edifice is known 
as Dent’s chureh and it stands upon a hill 
not far from the suburban settlement 
known as Pittsburg. 

Night before last an entertainment was 
given in the chureh for the benefit of the 
pastor. Four negro youths presented an 
original play called “The Doctor Piece.” 
This comedy hgs never been published, but 
started with some negroes several months 
ago. It has been played in various negro 
churches by different parties and has been 
looked upon as a grand success in negro 
dramatic cireles. It is a comedy of the 
most pronounced bombastic variety, but its 
presentation Monday night turned the play 
into a startling and realistic tragedy. 

A Pistol in the Play. 

There is a pistol used in the play and the 
yeapon which was handled Monday even- 
ing was loaded and a boy who was acting 
in the capacity of a stage “‘supe’’ received 
one of the balls into his heart and fell dead 
in the chureh., 

This is the version of the play 
a Constitution reporter yesterday 
by one of the leading actors and 
who did the killing: 

‘There are four actors in the comedy— 
the office boy, which was played by me; a 
doctor, which was played by’ Richard 
Thomas: the man with the toothache, play- 
ed by Milton Brown, and the man with the 
headache, played by Arthur Daniel. When 
the play begins the doctor is by himself. 
The office boy comes in and is employed. 
Then the two sick men come in and the 
doctor writes out a preseription and sends 
the office boy for the medicine. When the 
boy gets back he finds the doctor and the 
man with the toothache gone. So he gives 
the medicine to the man with the headache, 
and the fellow drops down like he is dead. 
The doctor comes back and wants to know 
who the dead man is. The office boy says: 
‘It’s me.’ That’s just some of the funny 
business. Then the doctor tells the office 
boy to take the dead man out, and when 
he refuses the doctor draws a pistol. The 
ottice boy starts to pick up the dead man, 
and the Q@octor lays his pistol down on a 
table. The ‘office boy grabs up the pistol 
and pointing it at the doctor tells him to 
remove the dead man himself. The doctor 
is slow about it and just to scare him the 
office boy shoots off the pistol.” 

The Actor Was Shot. 

The negro who played the part of the 
fice boy Monday night and who gave 
above synopsis of the play, was Gary 
Brown. After he finished his statemenc 
about the ‘“‘The Doctor Piece,’ Brown gave 
the following account of the tragic ending 
of the comedy Monday evening: 

“We had charged 10 cents admission 
had a full house. Among the audience was 
a boy named Jim Singleton, and we got 
him to come on the platform to help us. 
He ‘was sitting on a box to one side of the 
Stage when the play was coming to an end. 
I told the doctor to carry off the dead man, 
and when he wouldn't do i€T raised the pis- 
tol and fired one shot. That was in the 
play. I didn’t know the pistol was loaded 
and when I pulled the trigger I was sur- 
prised to hear it and I was nearly 
scared to death when [ saw Jim jump up 
and cry out that he was shot. Jim ran 
down the church aisle for about twenty 
feet. Then he reeled and fell. He was 
dead ‘by the time anybody could reach him. 
While running he cried out for his 
who was present.”’ 

Mystery About the Weapon. 

Brown stated that the pistol was given 
by Arthur Daniel, the boy’ who played the 
part of the man with the headache. Daniel 
said he had borrowed the pistol from a bov 
named Charley Green.

Nuncupative Will of Fr. Florrie Wood 
Is in Dispute. 


HER HUSBAND FILES CAVEAT 


She Completely Ignored Him and Gave 
Estate to Her Parents. 


A BIG LEGAL FIGHT IS NOW ON IN COURTS 


Judgment Creditor of the Husband 
Files a Petition Objecting to 
the Will.

The nuncupative will filed several weeks 
ago in the ordinmary’s office as the last will 
amd testament of Mrs. Florrie B. Woods 
may not be propounded as it was originally 
intended. 

The motion to propound the will was 
made several days ago and hearing on the 
motion was reached yesterday morning in 
the gourt of ordinary before Judge Hul- 
sey. A vigorous movement has beem inau- 
gurated against the propounding of the 
will and a ¢aveat has been filed by J.B. 
Wood. the husband of the late Mrs. Flor- 
rie Wood, and a petition has been filed by 
a judgment creditor of the husband, c.aim- 
ing that the nuncupative will is not the 
last will amd testament of the deceased, 
and that J. R. Wood is the only legal and 
rightful heir at law to the estate left by 
his wife. 

The hearing was taken 
morning at W o’clock and a large number 
of witnesses testified in the case. The ev- 
idence will be resumed this morning and 
it will probably be several days before all 
the evidence is im and the argument 1s 
heard. Before the end in the kjtigation is 
reached, it is sa’d a number of spicy Sen- 
sations will be developed and that much 
light will be thrown upon the situation. 

The will which has resulted in the caus- 
ric issue is what is known in law asa 
nus;cupative will. That is, a will. which 
was signed by the witnesses because the 
testator was# physically unable to write 
her name to the paper. The will was 
taken’ down by three witnesses just prior 
to the death of Mrs. Wood. After she 
cied, the. facts were written out and the 
witnesses signed the will under oath, de- 
claring it was the will and last testament 
of the testatrix 

Mr. J. Ri W ood, the husband of the tes- 
tatrix, claims that the will which is asked 
to be propounded is not the will.of his wife, 
He claims that at the time the facts in 
the will ‘were stated tothe witnesses 
his wife was not of sound ard disposing 
mind. He also charges that the will was 
not made in extremis, as the law requires, 
but that if she had ever intended making 
a will she had plenty of time and abumdant 
opportunity to have done so before death 
approached. 

The Centents of the Will. 

The will, which is now in dispute and 
which threatens to go through all of the 
courts before the final decision is made, 
States that the three witnesses, whose 
names appear at the bottom of the paper, 
were present at the residence of Mrs. 
Wood, on South Pryor street, on Decem- 
ber 22, 1896, when Mrs. Wood asked that 
they become the witnesses in a will which 

she would ask them to reduce to writing 


up yesterday 


after her death. She was then im a criti- 
cal condition and was too weak and ex- 
hausted to sign the will. The facts were 
taken down in memoranda and after her 
death the will was written out and the 
paper signed, and within the time pre- 
scribed by law it was filed im the office 
of the ordinary anda petition was filed 
asking that the will be propounded as the 
last will and testament of the testatrix. — 

Then were filed the caveat and the peti- 
tion stating objections. 

Mrs. Wood asked that $500 of her $2,000 
insurance policy be expended in giv mg her 
a proper funeral and in the erection of 
a grave stone over her grave. 

The remainder of the $2,000 
used in paying off her just and personal 
debts, and the remainder, if amy, was 
to go to her parents. Her furniture was 
to be divided between her brothers and 
sisters and her jewelry was tobe sold 
and the money used in giving her two 
nieces, May Homer and Edna Jackson, a 
musical education. 


Ignored Her Husband. 


The testatrix completely ignored her hus- 
band, failing even to mention him in the 
will. 

Her estate, in addition to the insurance 
and jewelry, was quite valuable, and it 
is claimed that her husband was the only 
legal heir to which the property could 
have been left. 

It developed yesterday at the 
from the evidemce that Mr. and Mrs. Wood 
had not been happily married, and that 
their life was not the most pleasant. It 
may be that on this account it was that 
Mrs. Wood left her estate to her parents 
and the special beneficiaries. 

Mr. Wood-claims that the will, filed 
as a nuncupative will, should not be pro- 
bated as the Jast will and testament of 
his wife, and he asks that it be set aside. 

T. W. Tolbert, a judgment vereditor of 
J. R. Wood, files a petition objecting to the 
propounding of the nuncupative will, and 
he claims Wood was the only legal heir 
to the property. 

The husband is represented by T. P.

CAVALRY ARRIVE 
FROMSUMMER CAMP 


Governor's Horse Guards Come in After 
a Week’s Outing. 


SOME VALUABLE INSTRUCTION 


Many Amusing and Interesting Expe- 
rienc3s with the Country Folk. 


LARGEST CAVALRY CAMP IN THE SOUTH 


The Soldier Boys Are Badly Tanned 
and Brorzed by the Sun—Good 
Rifle Practice Witnessed. 


The Governor’s Horse Guards returned 
in their special cars over the Southern rail- 
way from Camp Atkinson yesterday morn- 
ing at ll o'clock, : 

About twenty-five of them were in the 
party and showed the exposure they had 
had by their tanned faces and hands. The 
hot sun from overhead and the reflection 
of the white sand under foot had left therm 
with red eyes and dusty apparel. Immedi- 
ately after their arrival, they went to their 
homes to change their uniforms of the fiela 
for more conventional city attire. They 
brought with them many recollections of 
their outing and are loud in their praise of 
the trip and the good results and experi- 
ences they obtained from it. It was the 
most realistic camp the state militia ever 
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held and many warlike maneuvers were 


gone through with in the piny woods of 
Effingham county, where the camp was lo- 
cated. On their horses a great deal of 
ground was covered each day when the 
regular drill was had. 

The scouts, the skirmish line, «the ad- 
vance guard were thrown out in regular 
order through the woods and along the 
roads, closely followed by the regular body 
of troops. Each of these divisions were in 
command of competent officers and the 
greatest care was always taken to learn 
the men what they were doing. In this or- 
der the scouts would sometimes be many 
miles from the main body of the regiment 
and the officers were kept in a constant 
and furious gallop to direct the soldiers 
properly. The hardest riding was done by 
the buglers, who after receiving their or- 
ders from Colonel Gordon, the command- 
ant of the regiment, galloped to 
their respective divisions and blew the calls 
for their direction. The heavy forests re- 
sounded with the bugle calls, the neighing 
and galloping of the horses and the sharp 
commands of the officers. Often the soldier 
boys said, the startled natives would run 
from the fields into their houses when they 
approached, thinking the army was coming 
like it did over thirty years ago, when 
Sherman marched to the sea, On one occa- 
sion a group of hands hoeing out a cotton 
field came to the edge of the road, as a 
company of cavalry came gNloping along. 
They stood in open eyed wonder at the un- 
usual sight. The younger ones seemed awe- 
struck with the remarkable spectacle. AS 
the last file passed an old woman, the eldest 
of the group, said: “Dey looks des lack de 
yankees, sho’!’’ 

The rifle practice which was given daily 
to the men—three teams going on the 
rance each day—brought out some very fine 
individual and team work. The averages 
were very high. The Horse Guards beat all- 
comers at company shooting and tied with 
the Georgia Hussars in the number of qual- 
ifications for marksmen and sharp shooters. 
These two companies were not approached 
by the others in marksmanship. 

Colonel W. W. Gordon, of Savannah, 
made a lasting impression upon the men for 
the excellent manner in which he conducted 
the camp and gave the greatest satisfac- 
tion to the men as a superior. On Friday 
the Guards gave a dinner in his honor and
